No. 8 is from a beautiful piece of old damask composed of silk and linen. The color of the groundwork is a rich blue of a medium tone with whiteish flowers 
gracefully mingled with a flowing band of lace-like design. The size of this piece of damask is four feet six inches by eighteen and a half inches. The style is 
French (Lyons), date about 1750, and is from the South Kensington Museum.
